S.R.O. 3603.—Whereas in pursuance of clause (a) of sub-section (1) of section 5 
of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (XI of 1948), the Central Goyernment appointed 
in the notification of the Ministry of Labour, No. S.R.O. 2089, dated the 21st June, 
1954, as subsequently amended, a Committee to hold enquiries and advise the 
Central Government in fixing minimum rates of wages for the first time under 
the said Act in respect of the scheduled employments carried on by or under the 
authority of the Central Government and specified in Part I of the Schedule to 
the said Act; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of sub-section 
(1) of section 3, read with section 4 and sub-section (2) of section 5, of the said 
Act, the Central Government, after considering the advice of the said Committee, 
hereby fixes the minimum rates of wages payable to the classes of employees spe¬ 
cified in the Annexure and employed on road construction, or in building opera¬ 
tions, or in stone breaking or stone crushing, by the Southern Railway and directs 
that this notification shall come into force on and from the date of its publication in, 
the Gazette of India.
